The efforts which are being made in different 
Domestic parts of the country to cultivate Atropa Bella- 
Belladonna ‘donna are attracting much interest. It is some 
time now since Kilmer described his success 
ful experiments in New Jersey, and in the November number 
of the American Journal of Pharmacy the experiments of Rip- 
petoe in growing the plant in the Shenandoah Valley of Virginia 
are recounted. Of the first year’s crop the leaves assayed about 
0.32 percent, mydriatic alkaloids, and each root produced but one 
stem. About 60 percent. of the plants withstood the winter, and 
in the spring three stems appeared on each root. By October the 
plants grew to a height of sixty-five inches, the leaves by this 
time assaying 0.68 percent. of alkaloid, which is considerably bet 
ter than most of the belladonna leaves on the market. There are 
many other vegetable drugs now imported which could be profita 
bly propagated on American soil, and it is encouraging to witness 
the movement in this direction. In the case of belladonna the 
increasing scarcity and growing deterioration in the quality of 
the roots and leaves increases the natural interest in any attempt 
to cultivate this plant in Ameri¢a.

Increase of Alcoholic portance in the assaying of the 
Strength by alcoholic strength of tinctures 
Precipitation _and fluid extracts has been made 

by Professor John Uri Lloyd. 

He has found that the alcoholic strength of certain preparations 
is subject to change even while secured in sealed containers, and 
this through the deposition of a precipitate. A note on the sub 
ject is published by him in the November number of the Eclectic 
Medical Gleaner. Experiments conducted thirty years ago first drew 
his attention to the curious fact that whenever an alcoholic liquid 
casts a precipitate the liquid becomes stronger in its percentage 
of alcohol. A fluidextract, for example, that assays 50 percent. 
of alcohol when freshly made, will assay more than this on keeping, 
and after preciptation takes place the alcoholic proportion increas 
ing, according to Professor Lloyd, in accordance with the amount 
of the precipitate which separates. He appends tables showing 
the percentage of increase of alcohol in certain named prepara- 


tions after precipitation has occurred. It is a subject that doubt- 
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less will receive the careful attention of the Government authori 
ties, for in cases of prosecution under the food and drugs act 
proper allowance will have to be made for the changes in alco

Public Accommodations in the Pharmacy.

My store is located in a residential section, the majority of 
my customers belonging to the great middle class of humanity, 
and the great bulk of my business is done upon a cash basis. I 
have been located here for about seven years and have enjoyed 
an ever increasing trade since I purchased this store and assumed 
the role of managing proprictor. 

We have two telephone companies operating in this territory, 
and I have a competitor who has the only postal substation in 
our immediate section. 

llaving explained the conditions under which I do business, | 
will now take up your queries seriatim. 

It Certainiy Pays to Sell Postage Stamps 
and postal cards in a store situated as mine is, for a number ot 
reasons: 

First, I must offset as much as possible the advantage my 
competitor has as a subpostal station. 

Second, | want to draw as many people into my store and a 
frequently as is possible by legitimate means, for from a matter 
of habit people will acquire a tendency to shop almost exclu 
sively at one store, if a sufficient percentage of their wants can 
be supplied therein. 

Chird, with the advent of the souvenir postal card busine 
came a demand for a large supply of postage stamps wherewith 
to mail them, hence the proprietor who hopes to sell a goodly 
number of the souvenir cards must be prepared to also supply the 
lhe proprietor who had been supplying the 


necessary postage 


postal cards and postage stamps to his patrons at once secured thx 
patronage of his regular customers for the souvenir -sort. 

In business of any kind the merchant must not lose sight of 
the fact that he is dependent upon his patrons for his living, 
hence it is the policy of prudence to make himself and his store 
as great a necessity in the neighborhood as possible, for I con- 
tend that any store that is not a necessity in a neighborhood is a 
burden to it and does not deserve to be patronized. 

The department stores spend large sums of money to simply 
draw into their shoppers, offering concerts, free play 
grounds for children, free parcel checking, free waiting rooms 
(which frequently are meeting places of all sorts of people), 
gorgeous displays of art, etc., by the placing of which before the 
shopping’ public they are paying immense sums for advertising 
space; hence the corner druggist must not object to accommo 
dating a regular customer with postal cards or postage stamps.

I had 
some experience with a stamp vending machine about twelve 
ago which unsatisfactory. If a satisfactory ma 
chine should be invented that was simple in its working, it might 
prove satisfactory, provided it was adopted generally by the drug 
trade simultaneously, as some reforms must be forced upon the 
public.

comforting deception that their stock remains the same and 
that the money which they have spent for living during the 
year, plus that on hand at the year’s completion, represents the 
net profit which their business has yielded them. This is a care 
less, unscientific, inaccurate practice which no wise business man 
should countenance for an instant

Incompatibility of Aspirin and Sodium Bicarbonate.— 
H. B. G. has had some powders, consisting of a mixture of 
aspirin and sodium bicarbonate, returned to him in a black pasty 
condition, due, as he supposes, to a decomposition process, and 
he asks if we can offer an explanation. 


The change which occurs in a mixture of aspirin and sodium ~ 
bicarbonate has been previously observed. Aspirin is the acetyl 
ester of salicylic acid and is incompatible with alkalies. In 
contact wth sodium bicarbonate an acetyl group is liberated; 
liquefaction takes place first, followed by saponification of the 
acetyl salicylic ester. The two should not be prescribed in com- 
bination. ; 

Colored Fires in the Drug Store.—B. S. asks if there is 
any law prohibiting the keeping in stock by druggists in New 
York city of colored fires, ete. 

The Municipal Explosives Commission adopted several years 
ago a resolution absolutely prohibiting wholesale and retail drug- 
gists from having on sale or in storage colored fire in any form, 
flashlight powder and fulminates.

A New Milk Preparation, prepared by von Heyden, of 
Radebeul-Dresden, is described in a recent number of the 
Pharmazeutische Zentralhalle. © One hundred litres of 
skimmed milk, into which is thoroughly stirred 1 Kgm. of 
sodium glycerophosphate dissolved in a litre or two of water, 
is treated’ with 400 to 500 litres of strong alcohol. This is 
filtered and the filtrate is washed with alcohol and dried by 
gently heating. The fat is all removed by this procedure and 
there remains only the casein, lactalbumen and milk sugar 
mixed with the sodium glycerophosphate. 

Improved Formula for Emulsion of Castor Oil.—Wilbert 
(Am. Jour. Pharm., Nov., 1907) states that of the substances 
that have tried to facilitate the emulsion of castor oil 
the only efficient one is soap. Acacia, tragacanth, yolk of 
egg or casein tend to form too viscid a preparation, and 
saponin is objectionable on account of its possible deleterious 
effects. Wilbert’s method of preparing the emulsion with 
soap is as follows: In a clean, dry mortar 1.5 Gm. of pow 
dered castile soap is thoroughly mixed with 50 Cc. of castor 
oil and 3 Cc. of spirit of peppermint. Stirring constantly 
1 Cc. of the N. F. solution of saccharin and water up t 
100 Cc. are gradually added. This forms a white limpid 
emulsion that partially separates on long standing, but 
easily mixes again when shaken. If prepared with liquid 
soap the castor oil and the spirits of peppermint are thor- 
oughly shaken up with 5 Cc. of liquid’ soap in a bottle, the 
saccharin solution and water being gradually added. Syrup 
may be used in place of the saccharin if desired.

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The Estimation of Pepsin in Gastric Contents is accom- 
plished by Jacoby (Ztschr. f. klin. Med., Vol. 64, Parts 1 and 
2) by means of its action on vicin. One Gm. of vicin is dis- 
solved in 100 Cc. of a 5 percent. sodium chloride solution, and 
after filtering, this solution may be kept on ice for about a 
week without spoiling. To carry out the test a series of 
about ten reagent glasses are used. Into each glass is put 
2 Cc. of the vicin solution and 0.5 Cc. of a decinormal hydro- 
chloric acid solution. Then various amounts of gastric con- 
tents, diluted to the tenth, hundredth and thousandth de- 
gree, are added and enough distilled water to make the same 
amount of fluid in each glass. After three hours in the in- 
cubator the glasses are examined to see which are quite 
clear, and the amount of pepsin present is deduced from this 
reading. The method is, of course, very inexact, but it gives 
an idea whether pepsin is present in normal quantities or 
not. Jacoby speaks of a pepsin content of 100 when I Ce. 
of a I percent. dilution of the gastric contents will digest the 
amount of vicin used in this test. The normal amount is between 
100 and 200. 

Acid-Free Hydrogen Dioxide.—Hydrogen dioxide coming 
in contact with mucous membrane, wounded surfaces, etc., is 
split up into water and oxygen which has marked antiseptic 
and cleansing properties. It is not difficult to retain in 
solution in concentrated form, but in dilute solutions it is 
usually found necessary to add some mineral acid. Such 
additions necessarily rendered the solution unfit for use as a 
mouth wash. The chemical laboratory of Doctor Arndts, of 
Paderborn, has brought out a 3 percent. hydrogen dioxide 
solution from which all acids are removed, but which is ren- 
dered durable by the addition of tannin in a strength of one 
to sixty thousand. This solution is not at all injurious to 
the teeth, and, in fact, makes a very good mouth wash. 

Oleum Terebinthine Sulphuratum.. —Sulphur will dissolve 
in linseed oil at a temperature of 140 degrees C., but on cool- 
ing is held no longer in solution and is therefore precipitated. 
At 160 to 170 degrees, however, a chemical reaction takes 
place with the evolution of a combustible gas composed of 
hydrogen, carbon monoxide and carbon dioxide. The residue 
is a sticky mass known as balsam sulphuris simplex (Jour. 
de Pharm. d’Anvers, 1907, p. 244). This balsam dissolved in 
three times its weight of oil of turpentine forms the oleum tere- 
binthine sulphuratum. 

“Serum Gelatinez,” or a saline solution of gelatin for sub- 


cutaneous injection in haemorrhagic conditions, is prepared 
according to the Pharm. Weekbl. as follows: Ten Gm. of 


Gm. of sodium chloride are dissolved on a 
water bath in 500 Cc. of water. This is neutralized with a 
decinormal sodium bicarbonate solution and water up to 
1,000 Cc. is added. The solution is sterilized in an autoclave 
at 110 degrees for ten minutes, is then filtered into sterile 
flasks and each flask is again sterilized by ‘fifteen minutes in 
the autoclave.

To Overcome the Desire for Tobacco.—Kalomeitzer (Bul- 
letin médical, 1907) states that if the mouth be rinsed with a 
solution of silver nitrate (one-fourth of one per cent. strength), 
it will the desire for tobacco, because after this is 
done the smoke causes a gustatory sensation, which is most 
repugnant, and which removes, for a long time, all desire to 
smoke.

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Mannite.—Corletti (Boll. clinn. form. p. 5, 1907) states 
that mannite is not capable of giving to furfurol when 


treated with concentrated sulphuric acid. Saccharose, glucose 
and the other carbohydrates which are sometimes found in asso- 
ciation with mannite do form furfurol with this acid, and this 
fact may be the basis for tests for the presence of these sub- 
stances as impurities. Furfurol may easily be recognized by 
the color reactions which it exhibits with various phenols, such 
as alpha-naphthol, menthol, thymol, etc. To apply the test, five 
drops of a one per cent. alcoholic solution of the phenol to be 
used is added to two or three Cc. of concentrated sulphuric 
acid. In the case of a@-naphthol the acid assumes a clear yellow- 
ish green color; a light yellow, if thymol is used; and no color 
with menthol. On the surface of the acid mixture is carefully 
floated 0.10 Gm. of the mannite to be tested, dissolved in 5 Cc. 
of distilled water. If the mannite is pure there will be no color 
reaction, but should it contain one of the carbohydrates men- 
tioned, the sulphuric acid would result in the formation of fur- 
furol, and the characteristic ring would appear. lf.a-naphthol 
had been employed a violet blue ring would be seen at the plane 
of contact of the two fluids, while if either thymol or menthol 
had been used the ring would be a more or less intense rose. 

A Convenient Method for Keeping Stains.—Certain stains 
which tend to degenerate on standing should always be made up 
for use only when wanted, says Geuguen (Soc de. biol.), and it 
is customary to make them up from concentrated alcoholic solu- 
tions known as “mother solutions” or from compressed tablets 
The “mother solutions” decompose in the course of time, particu- 
larly methylene blue and resurine blue, and the compressed stains 
are expensive and frequently not easily soluble. Gueguen pro- 
poses that the dry stain be triturated with sugar and kept in this 
form until wanted. The powder which he usually prepares con- 
sists of 0.1 Gm. of the stain and 0.9 Gm. of sugar thoroughly 
mixed in a perfectly dry mortar. Thus prepared the stains keep 
very well and dissolve instantaneously and completely in water 
or whatever fluid is used, as dilute alcohol, alkaline water, car- 
bolized water, etc., forming perfectly clear solutions. 

Hydrogen Sulphide in Mineral Waters.—The formation of 
hydrogen sulphide in certain mineral waters has been attrib- 
uted by Gosling to the presence of a micro-organism, the Spiril- 
lum desulphuricum, which, however, he has never found in pure 
culture. Rauk, in his Ziirich dissertation (Pharm. Zentralle, 
No. 41, 1907), reports the result of further investigation of 
this subject. In a gelatin medium containing ammonium sul- 
phate and sodium sulphide Rauk was unable to show any hydro- 
gen sulphide formation through the action of a pure culture 
of this spirillum. The presence of bits of disorganizing organic 
matter, such as straw or cosk, resulted in the development of 
this gas. The spirillum is easily killed by drying, and Rauk 
suggests that the usual mode of inoculation with this organism 
is through the use of river sand in cleansing the bottles. 

The Physiological Action of Collinsonia.—A study of the 
physiological action of the Collinsonia canadensis constitutes the 
thesis presented by M. Abal to the Faculty of Medicine of Paris 
for his medical degree (Rep. de Pharm., October, 1907). This 
plant contains a glucoside, belonging to the saponines, and a 
resin. The alcoholic extract of the root produces in small doses 
a nervous hyperexcitability. In larger doses this is followed by 
a depression, which may lead to a paralysis of central origin, 
with irritation of 
glandular structures. The glucoside of collinsonia acts in mod- 
erate doses as a feeble cardiac tonic.

It excites the glandular 
secretions of the gastrointestinal tract and provokes a marked 
diuresis, probably due to an action on both the circulation and 
the renal epithelium. All the elements of the urine are in- 
creased. The chief use of this drug is as a diuretic.

It is expressly provided by Section 9 of the act that wherever 
i dealer who would otherwise be subject to prosecution estab 
lishes a guaranty from a resident of the United States who sold 
him the articles, the dealer is thereby protected and such guar 
antor “shall be amenable to the prosecutions, fines, and other 
penalties which would attach, mm due course, to the dealer under 
the provisions of this act.” 

Without discussing the topic and effeet of this provision, I 
am oof the opinion that whatever this may be, the maker of a 
false guaranty 1s Just as much protected trom any prosecution to 
which he might be lable on this account by establishing a former 
guaranty from the person from whom he purchased the article, 
as he is thereby protected from prosecution for dealing with 
the article ina manner otherwise forbidden by the act; in other 
words, that the former guaranty is a complete protection against 
ay prosecution under this act 

\ny other construction of this aet would work great hard 
ship upon an imnecent intermediary who, relying upon the guar- 
anty which he from ipe original manufacturer of an 
article, sells it in interstate trade and guarantees it in his turn. 
And if the original guaranty does not tully protect him, in such 
case, it would become exceedingly hazardous to sell and guaranty 
such arteles even though euaranteed by the manufacturer with- 
out first making on his own account a detailed investigation, 
chemieal or otherwise, to ascertain whether, it is in fact adul- 
terated or musbranded.

3. I should add, however, that the fact that though the 
District of Columbia retailer and the Maryland wholesaler are 
protected from prosecution by the guarantees which they have 
established from their respective vendors does not, in my opinion, 
exempt the adulterated food from confiscation under Section 10 
of the act, which provides, interalia that any adulterated 
or misbranded food or drug which is being transported in inter 
tate commerce for sale, or having been transported, remains 
unloaded, unsold or in original, unbroken packages, or is sold 
or offered for sale in the District of Columbia may be proceeded 
against in the District where found, “and seized for confiscation 
by a process of libel for condemnation.” 

Liability of Merchandise Not Affected. 

Vhe provision of Section 9 that no dealer shall be prosecuted 
when he establishes a guaranty from his vendor merely affords 
protection, in my opinion, against the criminal prosecution, fines 
and other penalties to which the dealer would otherwise be per 
sonally amenable, and does not in any way affect the liability of 
the merchandise to confiscation under the provision of Section 10

“Whereas, The Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, is generally 
approved of by the chemical world, and in the opinion of the New York 
Section of the Society of Chemical Industry is one of the most important 
measures which has been taken for the protection of the public; and 

“Whereas, On the other hand, we cannot but feel that the rules and 
regulations published from time to time by the Department of Agriculture 
for carrying out the provisions of this act show frequently a lack of 
expert knowledge of the facts in the particular case and an apparent failure 
to consider at all the interest of the manufacturer; therefore be it 

“Resolved, That the Secretary of Agriculture, the Secretary of the 
l'reasury and the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, who are given the 
authority to administer this law, be requested to suspend the publication 
of these circulars at present, and before taking further steps in this direc 
tion, to consult with a carefully selected committee of experienced chemical! 
manufacturers and scientists, recognized as authorities in these fields, since 
a broad knowledge of the several branches of chemistry and commercial 
usage and conditions seems to us to be necessary for those who are to 
establish these regulations. As such conferences are the rule in the 
European countries where laws affecting important industries are to be 
enforced, we believe this plan should be followed here.”

The new laws have raised 
hob with a good many of them and they are fast on the wane. 
while some have been in the hands of geniuses, who have known 
how to adapt themselves to the laws and are already going ahead 
on a firm footing. If it was necessary to change a name slightly, 
so that it should state the exact fact, it was done, if some in- 
gredient looked bad on the label it was cut out or reduced in 
amount till everybody looked on it as harmless, and then the 


manufacture went on. 
Higher Cost for Proprietaries. 

But this generally meant more cost, especially as it is expected 
to be followed by the exacting of contracts from the seller of a 
good many preparations, providing for uniform prices, for when 
the manufacturer is sure of his footing he is not likely to give 
the retailer a very large margin to trade on. So the prices of 
things not under these contracts should be somewhere, too. At 
irst the retailer was afraid of the contracts, but he is now sign 
ing them without much hesitation. Not many of them have ap- 
peared yet, but more are looked for. 

Signing Up. 

The retail druggist finds the wind setting this way: He sends 
out an order for a certain preparation. Back comes the inquiry 
has he a certificate to sell it by, and if not he must have one first 
So he is sent an agreement, which he signs, and is provided with 
a certificate that looks like those sent out by the Bonanza gol: 
mine, making him an agent in fact, for it empowers him to take 
the preparation back and refund the money if it does not come up 
to recommendation. Sometimes the price is higher, and in ans 
case the free goods that used to be added are cut out. Business 
is business. ‘The manufacturers are falling into line and the re 
tailers are being shoved into line. 

All that the retailers are likely to do that will tend to break 
the line or warp it more or less is to turn manufacturers them- 
selves, and this they are sure to do anyhow. If there is now a 
retail druggist anywhere who has not a counter full of his own 
manufactures he is surely too slow for this climate. The word 
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“substitution” has been used much as “scab” has by the labor 
unions, but it has no terrors, mainly because its force is denied, 
and if the proprietor-manufacturers, as well as the general phar- 
maceutical manufacturers, are to hold their own against it they 
must own the retail druggist in some way that they have not 
been able to do yet. At least such is the view and the practice of 
the enterprising retailer today.

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LEGISLATIVE PROGRAMME IN MARYLAND. 


Baltimore Bound for A. D. S.—Druggist Sued—U. S. P. and

Want of unanimity has in the past proved rather detrimental to 
the druggists, since the opponents of certain legislation used the 
division among pharmacists to bring about the defeat of these 
measures, It is the purpose to line up the pharmacists for de- 
sirable bills as well as in 
The druggists are also aiming to get the support of physicians, 
which would greatly strengthen their cause. Just what the pro 
gramme will be has not yet been decided. 
May Establish Baltimore Branch. 

the movement to have the American Druggists’ Syndicate 
establish a branch depot in Baltimore, from which the wants of 
the members here could be supplied, has progressed to the point 
of forming an organization and receiving proposals from-various 
persons willing to conduct the proposed depot.

Druggist Sued for Damages 
Suit was entered against the Hopkins Pharmacy, conducted 
by John Wetzel and Gabriel Rettaliata, at 432 North Broadway, 
on November 21 by Mrs. Sophie Cook, who asks for $10,000 
damages, alleging that a mistake was made in compounding a 
prescription intended for her husband, and that as a result the 
patient eventually died. It is admitted that Mr. Cook was not in 
robust health at the time. It is said that the defendants contend 
the medicine did not cause Mr. Cook’s death. 


To Extend the Use of Standard Preparations. 


At a meeting of the Baltimore branch of the American Phar- 
maceutical Association on November 26, at the rooms of the 
Maryland Medical and Chirurgical Faculty, several addresses 
aimed at the limitation of the practice of prescribing and using 
patent preparations and the extension of the use of National 
Formulary and United States Pharmacopceia compounds were 
made, the principal speaker being Dr. Barker, who succeeded Dr. 
William Osler at the Johns Hopkins University. Dr. Barker 
took strong ground against secret remedies, and urged that physi- 
cians generally in their prescriptions show preference for stand- 
ard medicines, 

Another speaker was Martin L. Wilbert, a prominent drug- 
gist of Philadelphia, and secretary of the Druggists’ Association 
there, who denounced the efforts of proprietary medicine firms 
to get druggists to favor their products by holding out various 
inducements. In such cases, he said, the public got no consid- 
eration, and the sale of patent medicines became solely a matter 
of gain to the manufacturer. Mr. Wilbert stated that in Ken- 
tucky the physicians and druggists have been working in har- 
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mony, with the result that patent medicines have been for the 


most part put under the ban, and are seldom found in drug 
stores. Such cooperation, he said, was needed in all other 
States. 


“In round numbers,” he said, “there are at present 2,000 pro- 
prietary medicine concerns banded together for the purpose of 
fighting legislation which may deprive them of the right to con 
tinue their fraud. Their profits aggregated $10,000,000 in 1880, 
while in 1904 they had reached $140,000,000.”’ 

At the conclusion of the meeting, Dr. A.

Pure Food Law Effective. 
At the recent meeting of the American Extract Association, 
Hugh Gordon Miller said that muck of the financial depression 
of the past few weeks was to >be attributed to the harsh and 
unfair manner in which the food and drugs act had been con- 
strued and enforced. At a meeting of the Quill Club, which 
was held at the Hotel Manhattan on November 18, Dr. Wiley, 
the chief of the Bureau of Chemistry, took occasion to reply to 
this and similar criticisms in the following manner: 


“I have no desire to injure anyone’s business nor have I any 
objection to foods being sold under their proper names, but | do 
object to manufacturers deceiving the public. I have, for in- 
stance, no objection to my old friend glucose, but I do object to 
his being called honey; or when mixed with hayseed and coal 
tar dye, strawberry jam. 

“Legitimate food business cannot be ruined; it is only the 
manufacturers who deceive the public that are hurt by the pure 
food laws. 

“The time is coming, and coming soon, when we shall have 
pure foods in every line. Already many of the worst offenders 
have reformed, and in the drug business every one of the great 
manufacturers is doing his utmost to comply with the law. Laws 
are of force only when public sentiment is back of them, and 
public sentiment is back of the pure food laws. 

“I jook forward to the time when we shall have New Orleans 
molasses as it was ‘befo’ de wah,’ and when white flour shall be 
no longer used for bread. Within the last year there has been 
a revolution in the drug trade and people are now reasonably 
certain of getting physician’s prescriptions properly filled. This 
work must continue despite all the protests about ‘hurting busi- 
ness,’ until all food and drugs are sold upon an absolutely ethi- 
cal basis.”

Aloes, of the various descriptions, are held with increased 
confidence. ‘The stock of Curacao is under pretty good control 
and well held at roc to 10%e. 

Arabic is without quotable change, the small supply here be- 
ing held at 9c to 15c for sorts and 25¢ to 35c for first picked 

Asafeetida is meeting with a moderate amount of attention 
and the market is firm at 19c to 35c for good to prime. 

Camphor has hardened in value in the face of strong cables 
from primary markets reporting an advance in values of crude to 
the amount of 25 percent. Domestic refiners advanced their quo- 
tations on the 5th instant to 7oc to, 7I¢, the inside figure being for 
barrels and the outside for 4 oz. squares in cases. The synthetic 
product is being offered more freely from various sources and 
quotations are about on a parity with those of the natural gum. 

Gamboge is cabled as easier in the foreign markets, but quo- 
tations on spot are unchanged at 85c to 87%c for pipe, and 82!4c 
to 85c for broken. 

Kino is selling in a moderate jobbing way, and values are 
steady at 24c to 30c as to quality and quantity.

Sarsaparilla, Mexican, is quiet in the absence of export or- 
ders, and more pressure to sell is evident at the range of 73%4c 
to 8c.

General business in this department continues light, but the 
tone is firm in the face of cable advices reporting light receipts 
of different varieties.
